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REMARKS 

Applicant requests reconsideration and allowance of the present application in view of 
the following remarks. 

Claims 1-25 are pending in the present application. Claims 1, 11, and 16 are the 
independent claims. 

The specification has been amended to improve its form. No claims have been 
amended by the present Amendment. No new matter is believed to have been added. 

Claims 1-25 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,760,649 (Cohen ). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent claims 1 and 16 recite, inter alia , a selection part to selectively connect a 
temperature sensor to one of a power control circuit and a CPU cooling part. 

Cohen relates to thermal management of a laptop computer and teaches, in an 
alternative embodiment, using pressure sensors 50 and a casing thermal sensor 54 to control a 
CPU 12 temperature. In operation, the casing thermal sensor 54 sends signals to a thermal 
control circuit (TCC) 45 when pressure is applied to the pressure sensors to adjust a 
temperature of the CPU. (Cohen , Col. 4, lines 31-45). 

The Office Action contends, without specifically identifying support in Cohen , that the 
Cohen thermal sensor 54 is selectively connected to the TCC 45 and a CPU cooling part. 
(Office Action , page 2). This contention is respectfully traversed. 

Applicant has carefully reviewed the Cohen patent and has not identified any teaching of 
selective connection of the thermal sensor. Cohen does teach selectively transmitting a 
temperature information to the TCC, but this is not selective connection. Further, FIG. 3a of 
Cohen , which illustrates the relationship between the thermal sensor and the TCC, shows a 
fixed connection between these components. Thus, Absent from Cohen is any teaching that the 
casing thermal sensor 54 is selectively connected to the TCC and a cooling part. 

Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of independent 
claims 1 and 16 are respectfully requested. 

Independent claims 1 and 16 patentably define over Cohen for at least another reason. 
Independent claims 1 and 16 recite, inter alia , a power control circuit to cut off a power supplied 
from a power supply part (to a CPU) when an internal temperature of a CPU that is detected by 
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a temperature sensor exceeds a predetermined monitoring reference temperature. 

The Office Action contends that the thermal control circuit (TCC) 45 cuts off power to the 
CPU (Office Action , pages 2 and3). This contention is respectfully traversed. 

Cohen expressly teaches that, in response to a signal from the thermal sensor 54 that 
the CPU temperature exceeds the monitoring reference temperature, the TCC slows down the 
speed of the CPU (Cohen , Col. 4, lines 55-59) or increases the operation of a fan (Cohen , Col. 
4, lines 60-65). Cohen is silent as to cutting off a supply of power to the CPU. 

Accordingly, for this additional reason, favorable reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
rejection of independent claims 1 and 16 are respectfully requested. 

Independent claim 1 1 recites, inter alia , a power supply part supplying power to a CPU 
and a BIOS ROM and a power control circuit to cut off the power supplied from the power supply 
part. However, as explained above, Cohen is silent as to cutting off a supply of power to the 
CPU. 

Accordingly, favorable reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of independent 
claim 11 are respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicant respectfully submits that the independent claims 
patentably define the present invention over the citations of record. Further, the dependent 
claims should also be allowable for the same reasons as their respective base claims and 
further due to the additional features that they recite. Separate and individual consideration of 

Applicant believes that the present Amendment is responsive to each of the points raised 
by the Examiner in the Official Action. However, if there are any formal matters remaining after 
this response, the Examiner is requested to telephone the undersigned to attend to such 
matters. 

There being no further outstanding objections or rejections, it is submitted that the 
present application is in condition for allowance. An early action to that effect is courteously 
solicited.
